Wheat SituationFrom 
Pioneer Grain Review 


The point that needs special 
emphasis in diecussing loans on 
farm stored grain, says the 
Pioneer Grain Company in a 
review just published, is that 
such loans do not constitute a 
hand out to the farmer, and 
need not impose an increased 
financial burden upon Canada 
or upon the Domminion govern 
ment itself. Through the 
Canadian Wheat Buard Act 
the Dominion Government had 
already contracted to accept 
delivery of every bushel of 
wheat grown in 1940 at a mini 
mun price based on 70 cen's 
per bushel for One Northern in 
estore Fort William or Vancou 
ver, The farmer is entitled to 
that price and will eventually 
receive it, He would have recei 
it immediately if storage space 
had been available to permit 
delivery. From his point of 
view loans on wheat are simply 
a partial advancn against the 
minimum price. 


At a conference held in Wint i 
peg under the chairmanship co 
Premier Bracken of Manitobs, 
the review continues, certain 
proposals were given approval, 
These do not form the only 
possible scheme of financing on 
farm.stored grain, but they are 
reasonable proposals and were 
put forward by a responsible 
group after due consideration 
of the alternatives. 


Whatever is done should be 
done soon, There is increasing 
anxiety in Western Canada 
among farmers and business 
people generally and there are 
individual cases of very reel 
hardship. Admittedly the pro 
blem is a difficult one, but the 
difficulties are technical rather 
than political and therefore 
should not prove insuperable: 
After ali, the Pioneer Grain Qo 
concludes, the farmer is not 
asking for additional assistance 
he is asking only for an advance 
of partotthe minimum price 
om grain which, through no 
fault of his own, heis not able 
to deliver into licensed storage,
